“Dakcta Jim,” a remanent of the late 
rush, slowly drew his legs into a jack- 
knife position and declared himself as 
follows: ‘‘ Now, fellows, I wintered 
over ‘in the Kootenay last year, and 
the way things are going here brought 
it to mind; not a bit of excitement 
and time hung heavy as debt, till my 
pardner, a fellow named Black, from 
Golden, got the outfit moving by 
springing the idea of a concert or 
general good time on them. This is 
the way he put it: ‘Let every man in 
camp get his thinker a moving and 
prepare himself to do a turn in two 
weeks time, and no second hand per- 
formance either, remember, but some- 
thing all your own.’ Well, they all 
started “in. Doc. Hislock, a man of 
learning who was wintering with us, 
passed his verdict, ‘Capital,’ hesaid: I 
didn’t take any part in the show be- 
cause I’d gone to Fort Steele for liquid 
groceries. The snow fell as high as 
your head and I was lucky to get back 
at all. Now, fellows, here is the poiat : 
What's the matter with us giving the 
same thing here ?” 

Two or three more of the boys had 
dropped in ‘during Jim’s talk When 
he got through opinions were given one 
way and another. Some of those 
present, who up to row had been 
filling us up with stories of the ice 
they used to cut back east, at swell 
parties and such like, didn’t seem to 
care about the idea. However, eaough 
stood for it amd it was agreed upon. 
Le Barke, a man of points, was selected 
to pick out the time and place, notify 
the different men who didn’t happen 
to be around, and kind of run the 
thing when the time came, stage 
manager, as it were. Well, the time 
came round and how fast only some of 
us can tell. This thinking about 
something to say in front of other 
people was hard work, harder than 
many of us had ever done before. Jim 
had mentioned original poems, and Alex. 
Priestman, in an abortive attempt to 
compose one, spent nine days in agony 
and nine nights in insomnia and at 
last “went wrong.” Ginger with a 
dash of peppermint was his salvation. 
He is convalscent now, more subdued 
than formerly, but wiser. This was 
the worst case. One or two others 
were somewhat similar, but ginger in 
all cases seems to have been a success- 
ful antidote. 

The eventful night arrived and un- 
fortunately the weather was grand. 
The crowd that turned up represented 
both native population and Klondikers. 
The former predominated end earned 
our everlasting gratitude, for human 
nature is the same here az in the south 
and elsewhere. It’s bitter cold at 
times, but never so bad as to freeze a 
man’s pride in his own efforte, hence 
our gratitude towards the dusky bucks 
who clapped long and loud for every 
number. In fact there was so much 
enthusiasm displayed that Joe Bottle 
was unable to get his hat on in the 
four mile drive home. 

Le Barke got the crowd quiet after 
considerable argument and the fun 
began. 

Bob Bert, a man who looks pleasant 
in all kinds of weather, was the starter. 
He came forward promptly and his 
beaming smile put everyone at ease. 
He told us his efforts during the time 
that had elapsed siace the show had 
bezome a certainty had been spent in 
gathering a few experiences of his own 
during the late rush. His talk was 
great. His memory, or imagination, 
is very rententive, and it certainly was 
very impressive for when he wound up 
by quoting as follows from a sign 
board that stands at the summit of the 
Swan Hills where the trail passes: 
“Due north, Dawson City, starvation 
and death; due south, home sweet 
home and a warm bed,” tears were 
shed and strong men shook hands with 
themselves. 

Several more of Willow points re- 
presentative townsmen responded to 
their names with more or less discredit. 


Things were now getting a trifle 
slow and ebilly. (It takes more than 
two candles, one on each side of a 
packing case situated at the extreme 
end of a shack 36x20 to keep it warm, 
with zero weather ali around the out- 
side). At this stage of the game 
French Joe, a man with a poetical 
hair cut, came forward on Le Barke’s 
invitation, and his attitude from the 
start woke up forgotten memories of 
dialogue days. He spoke in French 
and was understood bere and there in 
the sback, but not often. The major- 


“well in poetry as he does in life. 


some before. Thanks to Le 

Barke we are able to give the follow- 
ing interpretation to part of French 
Joe’s contribution : 

“ A pleasant girl with golden curl, 
Aclever youth with prospects bright, 

Two pair of skates, a jaunty air, 
That's what I saw one winter's night. 

A village churchyard on the hill, 
A granite monument cold and grey, 

The inscription ran ‘drowned by the 


That's what I read one wiuter’s day.” 
A sad feeling laid hold of us to- 
wards the last line or two which was 
not dispelled until we hal returned 
from old Kan-no-Kan’s teepe, where 
two dozen of ginger were cached, and 
prepared to continue the last half of 
the programme. It opened with #n 
address from Le Barke, who told us 
how proud he felt at the opportunity 
to lord it over us. He spoke for 
long time of the pleasure he experienc- 


ed in listening to French Joe's poem 


in the original, and explained that a 
great deal of the pathos was unavoid- 
ably lost in the translation, and wound 
up by telling us 2 number of things we 
never knew before, and then called on 
old Kan-no-Kan for a few words. This 
distinguished representative of his race 
is a descendant of one of the first 
families in the country. He mounted 
the packing case and squared himeelf 
after the style of his forefathers, with 
his arms folded across his chest and his 
shoulders arehed well up. A four point 
H. B. blanket fell in graceful little 
puckers barely to.his knees. His only 
ernament wes & horse blanket safety 
pin just beneath his chin: “ Once 
seen never to be forgotten.” To my 
mind Kan-no-Kan will never look as 
He 
spoke a long, long time on different 
subjects,—no doubt. There is no cer- 
tainty about it asthe interpreter wes 
discussing treaty with “ Buckshot” 
Ferguson, so Kan-no-Kan’s oration will 
never go down to posterity. He event- 
ually calmed down and subsided, when 
Le Barke commenced the wind up, a 
poem en theskeeter by the father of 
the chow, Dakota Jim. He got a 
warm reception and prefaced his poem 
with a short history of how he came to 
write it. “It was over in the north 
Pine river,” he suid, “things were going 
bad, there’s another word that’s more 
expressive, but I'll not use it (deafen- 
ing applause). I made up my mind 
one morning to take aday off, so I 
strolled down the imitation of a trail 
we were following and picked outa 
green bit of grass and the following 
poem is the result, I christened it, 
‘He recokened without his host’ and it 
speaks for itself: ‘An idle fellow, a 
summer day, a shady spot and down 
he lay, a skeeter bold humming his 
lay, and searching for gore along that 
way. A tragic ha! ha! discovered 
his lay, as he espied his intended prey, 
my story’s told, he failed to connect. 
He ianded on the ‘skeeters neck.” 
Without a doubt Jim will be our first 
mayor. A- committee of our leading 
townsmen presented him with a corner 
lot at the close of the evening’s enter- 
tainment.

SUPREME COURT.

The last criminal cases disposed of 
were the Queen va. Weiler, ot We- 
taskiwin, charged with attempting to 
damage a threshing machine, the 
property of one Swanson. The prisoner 
plead guilty and was allowed to go on 
his own recognizance in $100 to appear 
and stand his trial if ever called upon. 

In the Queen vs. Wm. Whittaker, 
charged with the same offence as an 
accomplice of Weiler, the prisoner was 
discharged, the judge intimating after 
five witnesses had been examined and 
the crewn’s case was in, that he did 
not consider there was sufficient evi- 
dence to establish a case. 

In the civil action of Gallagher vs. 
Sand, judgment was given for the 
plaintiff's claim and costs.

REGARDING WATERWORKE. | 
The Edmonton town council took a 
commendable step on Wednesday last 
when they made the first move to- 
wards securing a waterworks and 
sewage system for the town. While 


the proposal to give a twenty year's 
franehise “to the company installing 
the system may not meet with un- 
animous approbation, yet it is evident 
that if waterworks are to be proeured 
that is the only course at present 
open to secure them. The cost of 
installing a sys ef waterworks 
with the amount of piping that would 
be required here would be in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. This is 
rather too large a eontract for the 
town to undertake at present. The 
sewage system which the municipality 
would have to put in would cost in 
the vicinity of $10,000—no small 
expense in itself. Besides the ques- 
tion of expense there is another which 
is worthy of consideration ; that is 
the question of management. While 
a company controls the system it will 
be under the supervision of experts, 
consequently ensuring to the public a 
better service than if controlled by a 
board of waterworks commissioners 
not possessing the same technical 
knowledge. Edmonton has had some 
experience along this line in matters 
somewhat similar. 

As was pointed out to the council 
at their special meeting, the installa- 
tion of a waterworks system here at 
the present stage of the town’s de- 
velopment would be somewhat in the 
nature of a gamble. If the town 
grows and progresses, as we are confid- 
ent it will, the speculation would be a 
good one financially for its promoters, 
if not, the reverse would be the case 
In view of these facts it was found 
difficult, if not impossible to get a 
company to take hold of the affair for 
a less franchise than twenty years. 
If one can be found, so much the 
better. At present the question of 
our water supply is an important one. 
For fire purposes it is inconvenient and 
likely tobeinadequste,for drinking pur- 
purposes it is unpleasant and unhealthy 
and the evil is one that time will 
aggravate and not improve. Theidea 
of procuring our drinking water dur- 
ing the winter months from a hole in 
the ice that is common to all the 
live stock in town, and at a time 
when the river is practically without 
a current, is so decidedly unpleasant 
that almost any plan of remedying the 
evil would be welcome. 


FROM LESSER SLAVE LAKE, 


John Bark artived from Lesser 
Slave lake on Saturday to take out 
freight for Bredin & Cornwall. He 
came in by Slave lake and river and 
the Landing, the trip occupying eight 
and a half days actual tavelling. On 
ithe road he met the following~ parties 
utward bound with freight, etc.: 
Moseley Bros, of Calgary, with one 
team; John Graham, five teams ; 
srick’s outfit on Sinew river with 
twelve teams; Lawrence Bros., half a 
day this side of Slave river with four 
teams, taking their mill to be put up 
at Vermilion; O’Donnell Bros. with 
seven teams, loaded with flour, four 
miles beyond thé Landing on Monday 
last, A large number of teams bound 
for Slave lake were met between the 
Landing and town. Dr. Nicolls and 
party left the Landing on Wednesday 
last with « set of bob sleighs and four 
fiat sleds. Paul, a trader from the 
lake, was met at Stony creek, about 
{0 miles frm the Landing, on Thurs- 
day. Ferguson, another trader, with 
ten teams, was met at Wabiseow, six 
iniles from the Landing, on his return 
the lake. 

Dr. Pott’s party left Slave lake on 
the 25th February, bound for the 
linlay with mining supplies. 

Gee. and Albert Tate and Wm. 
Carson are on the way in from the 
lake and will arrive shortly. 

Pearce Bros.’ saw willis sawing at 
the Landing yet, but will leave short- 
ly for the lake, where it will be en- 
gaged for some time sawing lumber 
for a new Episcopalian mission to be 
erected there. 


THE PORCUPINE. 


Peter de Ville, one of the oldest 
pioneers of the north, is at the coast, 
and in an interview with a World 


representative said : 

“ Aftar one of my trips to Dawson 
i came out by the Dalton trail. On 
my way back to Juneau, I stopped in 
the vieinity of the Porcupine river, 
established # trading post and in- 
cidentally did some prospecting, meet- 
ing with good results. 

“I believe the Porcupine country 
Will exceed the hopes of the most 
tanguine and will be @ flourishing 
amp next summer.”

The second defined 
the duties of the department of mines 
and legally provided for the appoint- 
ment of a minister as heed*of the de- 
partment.

the examination of assayers. The 
fourth bill gives free miners the mght 
to prospect over all lands in the pro- 
vince, whether owned by railway com- 
panies or otherwise. The fifth has an 
important bearing on mining fora 
clause is inserted in it providing a 
penalty for fraudulently withholding 
areport. The sixth bill amends the 
inspection of metaliferous mines act. 
The seventh bill makes it compulsory 
that every free miner’s certificate 
must expire on each May 31st. Only 
one person or joint stock company 
shall be named in such certificate. 
The eighth bill provides for the settle- 
ment of disputes as mining claims so 
that certificates expire each May 31st. 
The tenth and last bill is one to 
amend the assessment act. 

The Globe contains special corres- 
pendence from Dawson City in which 
the writer argues against the idea that 
the climate in the Yukon is severe. 
He says it is better in many respects 
than Toronto and as a proof of this 
fact that Bartlett Bros., the biggest 
firm of forwarders in Yukon, have no 
less than twenty-five horses turned 
out to grass all winter, wintering 25 
miles up the Klondike river, eating 
only what they can pick up. So far 
they have done well and Jook well. 


Dyea, one of the gateways to the 
Klondike, has been visited by a most 
disasterous fire.. The big fire took place 
on the 2nd, and before its headway 
could be checked by a hastily improvis- 
ed fire brigade, the court house, two 
hotels and a number of places of 
business were swept away, and all 
that remains of them are blackened 
ruins. No one was injured in the 
blaze. The loss will be heavy as not 
many of the buildings were insured.
